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Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding claims 1 and 6, the applicant argues that Maeda does not disclose the applicant's claimed 
invention, i.e., a transmitting means for transmitting the image data to specific destination if it fails to obtain the file from the server 
computer based on the location information (Remarks, page 2). 

The examiner respectfully disagree, Maeda discloses in the detail description on paragraphs 1-14, that when the data cannot be retrieved 
from the specify URL location an alternative location is used to retrieve the file. 

Regarding claims 12-16, the applicant argues that the cited prior art does not disclose the applicant's claimed invention, i.e., a judging 
means for judging whether the second image data agrees with the first image data (Remark, page 3). 

The examiner respectfully disagree, Hamano discloses in the detailed description on paragraph 17, that a comparison is made to the first 
file and the second file, however it is well known that when a comparison is made on a file the data within the file is compare therefore 
Hamano is teaching a way of comparing changes of data which can be text image within a file. 
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
